A Sinister Document. 

Asa matter of course, we have been 
under the impression that the leaders of 
the Norwood movement would take due 
advantage of their expertness in the arts 
and artifices of demagogery, but we have 
never one moment believed that their 
opposition to Governor Colquitt would 
lead them to make an attack upon the 
democratic party. We have before us a 
document issued under the auspices of 
the Norwood campaigners which, as an 
appeal to the passions of the ignorant, 
and as a slander against Governor Col- 
quitt, is without a parallel in the political 
literature of Georgia. This circular is 
embellished with the cut of a negro con- 
vict, loaded down with a ball and chain, 
and its title is “Convict Catechism.”

In other 
words, Governor Colquitt has made the 
best of a bad law, and greatly improved 
its effect. These are facts that the sinis-

This new style of campaign document, 
however, goes much further than an at- 
tack upon Governor Colquitt. In endeav- 
oring to fix upon him the responsibility 
of the convict system, it overshoots the 
mark and makes a violently bitter attack 
upon the democratic party in the state, 
for while the system originated with the 
republicans, the action of the last general 
assembly has fixed the responsibility 
upon the democratic party.

The New Yoru Democracy. 

The full reports of last Friday’s meet- 
ing of the New York state central demo- 
cratic committee do not justify the 
gloomy remarks and predictions of some 
of the independent papers. The regular 
committee decided to hold a convention 
on the 28th of next month, and the Tam- 
many democrats thereupon withdrew 
their call for aconvention. Mr. John 
Kelly and his followers, both in town and 
country, urged the calling of aconvention 
by the regular committee as the best step 
towards harmony. It is fully under- 
stood that both wings are to 
send all the delegates they 
ean to the Saratoga convention—that 
Tammany hall and Irving hall wil! each 
send a full delegation, that both delega- 
tions will be admitted, each member oi 
thém to have half a vote, and that in 
making up the new central committee 
Tammany shall have three out of the sev- 
en members from New York city. Tunis 
settlement is thoroughly satisfactory to 
both wings of the party. So far as state 
and national politics are concerned, 
Tammany will, if this understanding is 
fairly carried out, disappear, to be con- 
tinued as an organization, if continued at 
all, in city contests only. 

Both sides will now go to work to roll 
up as large a majority as possible for 
Hancock and English. In some towns 
both organizations will perhaps be main- 
tained until after the Saratoga conven- 
tion; but in that case a friendly rivalry 
will be kept up, a common purpose in 
state and national politics animating 
each.

At Fair O:ks twenty. men 
went down one upon the other in a space of 
a few feet and never moved a limb among 
them after falling. One shell at Cold Har- 
bor, exploding in the ranks of an Ohio regi- 
ment, killed sixteen soldiers. At Savage 
Station, during McCielian’s charge, a solid 
shot fired from a federal piece at an infantry 
column marching in fours, killed twenty- 
one men, °~At Fredericksburg 5.000 union 
soldiers were killed in less than ten min- 
utes. Near Vicksburg a gunboat threw a 
single sheil at a confederate battery and 
killed eighteen men, wounding fifteen 
others. 

—Russia may console herself for the de- 
lay of her proposed railway to Merv by the 
approaching completion of a yet more im 
portant line, that connecting the Caucasus 
and the Caspian sea-board with Moscow. 
Only two gaps are now left in it., viz: the 
401 miles between Tiflis, the capital of the 
Caucasus, and the Caspian port of Baku, 
and the considerably smaller distance sepa 
rating Tiflis from the garrison town of 
Viadikavkez, on the north of the main 
range.. The first named gap is being fast 
filled up, but the ruggedness of the moun- 
tains and the formidable obstacles of the 
tremendous Duriel pass render the filling of 
the second a work of time and Jabor. Oace 
compieted, however, and supplemented by 
branch lines to Kars, Erivan and the Per- 
sian frontier, this railway, which brings the 
Caspian within four days’ journey of the 
Kremlin, will undoubtedly becomea potent 
factor in the accomplishment of Russia’s 
eastern projects, whether military or diplo- 
matic. 

—Great preparations are in progress for 

the Ecumenical Methodist conference. This 
body will assemble in the City Road chapel, 
London, in September, 1881, and will be 
composed of four hurdred members—two 
handred from Great Britain and two huna- 
dred from the United Srates ard Canada— 
one-half ministers and one-half laymen. 
The English section will include represen- 
tatives from the Wesieyan Methodists an‘1 
affiliated conferences, the Primitive Meth- 
odists, the Methodist New Connexion, the 
United States-Free churches, the Wesleyan 
Reform Union and Bible Christian confer 
ences. From the United States and Canada 
there will be representatives of sixteen 
Methodist bodies. Invitations have already 
been issued to all the Me:hodist bodies in 
Great Britain to send delegates to a prelim- 
inary council, which is to assemble in the 
Wesleyan Centenery hall, Bishopsgate 
street. London, ata date te be hereafter 
fixed. The invitation bas been accepted. 
The conference, like the great Presbyterian 
council soon to meet in Philadelphia, will 
have no legislative or administrative func- 
tions, but its object will be to promote 
union and to stimulate to more zealous 
Christian effort. 
—Hon. Robert M. McLane, of the fourth 
congressional district of Maryland, fa; re- 
ceived a letter from Hon. William H. Eog- 
lish, of Indiana, candidate for vice-presi- 
dent, inviting him to goto Indiana as soon 
as he can after the first of September and 
remain till after the October election in 
that state and take part in the canvass 
there. In regard tothe presidential cam- 
paign, Mr. McLane thinks that the devel- 
opment of Hancock's strength will be a 
surprise to the country. He thinks General 
Hancock is personally much strooger than 
the democratic party vote, especially in the 
New England states. He thinks also that 
this will appear in Rhode Island, Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut, and particularly in 
New Hampshire. As to the canvass in 
Maine, that he says has been organized 
entirely by jecal politicians and is very 
much mixed, as it was last year, thougn 
the signs are not wanting that Blaine is 
losing his hold on thestate. From the 
west Mr. McLane says he bas met no one 
who doubts the success of the democrats in 
Indiana; but what is surprising to him is 
to see the hopeful confidence uf the demo- 
crats in other western states. This satisfies 
Mr. McLane that there will be the same 
surprise in regard to the west as will result 
from the campaign in New England, and 
for these reasons he regards the canvass as 
most hopeful and cheering on the whole.

Ata quarter to ten o’clock last nighta meteor 
of extraordinary brilliancy was seen te cross the 
heavens at avery low altitude. Risingin the 
south it took a northeasterly course preserving a 
perfectly horizontal line in its journey. The 
three parts of which it was composed were per- 
fectly developed balls of an equal size and equi- 
distant frum each other. The first ball threw out 
a tail which enveloped the two following balls 
and ext: nded several yards behind tifem. This 
tail was exceejlingly luminous, save at the ex- 
tremity, which was somewhat indistinct, and 
haying a nebulous appearance.

It did not fall to the ground like o. her 
meteors, but continued its course northeastward 
till lost site of.

Cotten Exposition. 

The subject of cotton is nota new theme, 
and yet it is not exhausted. The cotton 
plant was known to the ancients, being cul- 
tivated for its wool. Pliny gave it the name 
of gossypium 450 years before Christ, He- 
rodotus spoke of trees in India bearing 
fleeces more delicate than those of sheep. 
Cit'sar covered the forum with India cotton, 
and the sacred wat from his palace to the. 
Capitoline hiil. 1t was first planted in the 
United S:‘ates in 1621, and the first export 
on record was seven bags of cotton wool 
from Charleston in 1748 In 1784 3000 
pounds were exported to England; in 1791, 
19,200 pounds; in 1704, the year after Whit- 
ney’s gin was invented, 1,601,760 pounds, 
and in 179 4.276306 pounds. In 1805 the 
total Consumption in the United States was 
a little over 1,000 bales per annum. In 
1784 Michael Carmody was executed in Ire- 
land for afelony. He: attributed bis criné 
to the introduction of cotton goods, lessen- 
ing the demand for woolen goods, 
he being a weaver ina woolen mill The 
weavers assembled in a body and dressed 
the criminal], the gallows and the hangman 
in cotton goods, and Carmody died declar- 
ing that ‘‘none hereafter will wear cotton 
but oyster women, criminals, hueksters and 
cominen bangmen.” 

Time has wrought many changes, and the 
history of Cotton, fram the earliest days to 
the present, will be both interesting and 
profitab:e. 

Colonel Tom Hardeman, in bis ad tess 
to the state agricultural society at Ameri. 
cus, n 1878, said: 

“God has given the southern plaater in 
the cotton plant, the source ot wealth and 
power tbat no other people possers, and if 
properly utilized, will re-estadlish his pri. 
vate fortune and his state’s independer.c> 
*  * (Cotton is yet destined to clothe the

The manu- 
facturers and implement-makers by attend- 
ing au exposition here, will have an oppor- 
tunity to see the surroundings ot cotton 
aud be better qualified from personal in- 
spection to make improvements in the im- 
plements. The general tenor of our citi- 
zens interested in the subject was that an 
exposition held here in. October, 1881, 
would be a grand success. :

Commissioner of Agriculture, J. T. Hen- 
derson: ‘“Ithink well of the exposition. 
I egree with Rev. I. T. Tichenor, of Aba 
ma, that Atlanta is the place for holding 
it.
